Coleman Board of Trade’s ex¬ 
ecutive maintained their near 
perfect attendance record this 
year by twelve members turning 
out Friday evening to discuss 
various pieces of business. Pres¬ 
ident P. A. Dickieson presided. 

A letter was received from the 
Dept, of Economic Affairs, 
Edmonton, asking for pictures 
on local industry, business sec¬ 
tion, the schools, the hospitals, 
churches, residences and an aer¬ 
ial picture of the town. A com¬ 
mittee comprising J. M. Allan, 
E. Gushul and A. Balloch was 
appointed to secure the pictures 
and send them to the depart¬ 
ment. The pictures are to be 
used in selling Alberta to the 
British immigrant. He will have 
a chance to determine the Al¬ 
berta town in which he might 
wish to reside and then have a 
first hand view in pictures of 
the town itself. 

Coleman is in need of a first 
class laundry plant. There have 
been occasions when visitors in 
our midst have had need of 
laundry service but were un¬ 
able to secure it. The Board de¬ 
cided to run an advertisement in 
a Calgary paper advising inter¬ 
ested parties that a good oppor¬ 
tunity to establish a success¬ 
ful iaundry plant in Coleman 
exists. Should the advt. fall to 
produce the desired results the 
Board will carry its propaganda 
along the same lines as it did 
with the securing of a dentist. 

Instead of printing 4,000 
copies or the proposed tourist 
pamphlet the executive author¬ 
ized the printing of 6,000. Ma¬ 
terial to be recorded in the 
pamphlet will now be gathered 
and the pamphlets theritselves 
be printed and made ready for 
distribution on or about April. 

To finance the cost of the 
pamphlets advertising will have, 
to be sold and a committee 
comprising J. Malanchuk, O. 
Celli and C. Huffman was ap¬ 
pointed tc raise the necessary 
revenue. 

The Board, along with other 
Boards and councils, will sub¬ 
mit a brief on the advantages 
of a Southern Trans-Canada 
Highway. President Dickidson 
was assigned this task. It was 
revealed that the Southern 
Trans-Canada Highway Assoc¬ 
iation will send a delegation to 
Ottawa Dec. 14 when the Fed-

Last week motorists were hav¬ 
ing exceptionally “tough going’’ 
on Carbonaale hill, the Blair¬ 
more Road and the incline im¬ 
mediately west of the Municip¬ 
al hospital. The icy condition 
of the highway in all three 
places caused a number of cars 
to skid into the ditch and await 
help while others collided. The 
Board will send a letter to the 
Dept, of Public Works asking 
that the highway through the 
Pass be sanded at ail points 
which prove hazardous to mo¬ 
toring and that a crew be s 
based in the Pass to augment 
the present one man crew which 
exists at present. This is the 
only open highway from Alberta 
into south west British Colum¬ 
bia and through Kingsgate into 
the States and much traffic tra¬ 
verses its route throughout the 
winter and it should therefore 
be given increased attention. 

Soliciting of the business sec¬ 
tion is again on the increase 
and the subject was discussed 
by the executive. Last year a 
minute was placed on the books 
giving protection against un¬ 
governed soliciting. A committee 
comprising Frank Duncanson 
and Frank Graham was set up 
to screen all requests to solicit 
the businessmen. If this com¬ 
mittee decided against the 
granting of a permit business 
men were to feel entirely free 
to refuse a donation should the 
solicitors decide to solicit with¬ 
out the necessary permit. The 
permit system is for the advan¬ 
tage of all businessmen and 
those who ignore the presenta¬ 
tion of a permit are definitely 
out of line with the policy of 
the Board. The subject will be 
brought up for discussion at the 
next meeting. 

Frank Duncanson was assign¬ 
ed the task of contacting a few 
Lethbridge business men in 
order to secure a speaker for 
the supper meeting which is 
scheduled for this evening in 
the Grand Union Hotel. This 
will be the last meeting in 1948. 

The Board will organize a 
hockey team to take part in 
the Coleman Commercial lea¬ 
gue.

It is understood that Judge 
Sissons had first suggested that 
the Citizenship Ceremony be 
brought to the Pass and his 
suggestion was acted upon and 
arrangements made by Sergeant 
Murray, R.C.M.P. and his aides. 
Principal Hoyle and vice-princ¬ 
ipal H. Allen co-operated in the 
idea and the Board of Trustees 
also lent their support.

DRUMHELLER, Alta. — Mrs. Ben 
Brown, of Atyne, Alberta, is not a 
bit worried about the “Turkey for! 
Christmas dinner question,” for near¬ 
ly 4,000 of them are at present un- 1 
dergoing fattening in her poultry 
pens for the year-end market. The 
birds, corralled in'” high wire and 
board fences in four pens, got their 
start ^rom a normal-sized barnyard 
flock over 12 years ago. 

Each year the flock has increased 
until this season Mr. and Mae. Brown 
hope that their spring breeding stock 
will include at least a thousand top 
ranking hens. Gobblers for the flock, 
in the past few years, have been im¬ 
ported at the rate of 75 from some 
of the largest turkey farms on the 
North American continent. 

At the moment the best gobblers 
in the flock are close to 23 pounds in 
weight and should put on several 
more pounds within the next few 
weeks. Attending the birds is a man- 
sized job in the hands of John Chern- 
os, former Navy man. Rodney Chern- 
os, two years old, although only an 
inch taller than the birds, follows 
his dad through the fllock noncha¬ 
lantly, but with keen interest. 

Credit for the flock, which is one 
of the biggest in Western Canada, 
is given to Mrs. Brown by her hus¬ 
band, who for a number of years 
ran one of the province’s 
ranches. 

So far as the proprietors know 
they have not lost one turkey to 
coyotes, but have had most of their 
difficulty through hail storms, long 
wet springs and thunder storms. Two 
ranges of over five acres each 
employed to raise the turkeys. Ro¬ 
tating from one pasture to another 
cuts down the chance of disease tak¬ 
ing toll and provides fresh green 
feed for the flock. 

The fluttering of a feather, or the 
dropping of a sparrow from the sky 
are sufficient distractions to stam¬ 
pede the whole flock of 4,000. 
daily light hours the birds will quiet- 
down in a few minutes, but at 
night time once they are off the 
roosts nervousness holds the birds 
on the move for a long period.

DECIMATION OF GAME 


Eskimos Hove 
Farther North 


THE PAS, Man.—The decima¬ 
tion of game animals in certain 
parts of Canada is expected to 
result in the migration of Eski¬ 
mos from the mainland and low¬ 
er Arctic islands into uninhabit¬ 
ed islands of the upper Arctic or 
Polar regions. 

A. W. F. Banfield, chief mammalo- 
gist of the*Dominion Wildlife Ser¬ 
vice at Ottawa, said Eskimos in the 
eastern Arctic, particularly in the 
Ungava regions, had been hard 
pressed by the loss of caribou herds 
on which they lived before white 
traders arrived. 

Mr. Banfield said he had noticed 
the movement of Eskimos while pre¬ 
paring to make a count of caribou. 
Recently he saw an estimated 100,- 
000 caribou crossing the railway line 
on a 10-mile front near Churchill, 
Man. 

He offered the opinion the decline 
in caribou herds is due not so much 
to the inroads of civilization or kill¬ 
ings by wolves as to the use of re¬ 
peating' rifles by the natives,

TRANS-CANADA HIGHWAY 
CONFERENCE 

That the nine Dominion pre¬ 
miers realize the importance 
and far reaching effect to the 
nation’s future economy of a 
Trans-Canada Highway is seen 
in the announcement that all 
of these key men will lead their 
respective provincial delegations 
to the Federal-Provincial con¬ 
ference on a Trans-Canada 
Highway scheduled to be held 
in Ottawa on December 14. 

Alberta’s premier Manning 
has gained in stature among 
Albertans and they will have 
full confidence in his presenta¬ 
tions to the conference. Can¬ 
ada’s economy has suffered par¬ 
ticularly in the past decade 
simply because she has never 
seen fit to construct a Trans- 
Canada Highway. 

A highway is required to fa¬ 
cilitate travelling, to help tap 
the agricultural and industrial 
resources of the nation and tv 
help promote the tourist trade 
which will reach into the hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars an¬ 
nually once a modern highway 
stretches unbroken from coast 
to coast. 

Ottawa has at long last awak¬ 
ened to the urgent need of a 
Trans-Canada Highway. The 
provinces have been awake to its 
importance for years but did 
not have the money with which 
to construct the modern high¬ 
way. Let Ottawa play its full 
part in the important discus¬ 
sions to start December 14 and 
one can almost be assured that 
the provinces will co-operate 
wholehearted. Everyone bene¬ 
fits, nobody lo ses, should be 
the motto of the conference. 

SPORTS’ ASSOCIATION 
MEMBERSHIP 

Coleman Sports’ Association 
is the backbone of local sports. 
Wage earners contribute twenty 
five cents monthly to the Asso¬ 
ciation which in turn main¬ 
tains sports facilities such as 
the skating and curling arenas 
sports field, etc. 

There is an old saying that a

Gas Prices Reduced 

Reductions in posted tank wa¬ 
gon prices of gasoline, kerosene, 
tractor distillate and diesel fuels 
throughout Alberta, effective 
immediately were announced 
today by Imperial Oil Ltd. Re¬ 
ductions are also being made 
throughout Saskatchewan and 
details will be announced today 
in Regina, officials said. 

Prices at Edmonton and Cal¬ 
gary are now identical as a re¬ 
sult of Edmonton becoming both 
a producing and a refining cen¬ 
ter. At Edmonton the reduction 
is 2.4c and at Calgary 1.5c per 
gallon. At other points prices 
include transportation costs 
from Calgary and Edmonton re¬ 
fineries and reductions vary ac¬ 
cordingly. 

Crude oil price reductions of 
43 cents per barrel at the well 
in Turner Valley and 52 cents 
per barrel in Leduc, Woodbend 
and Redwater have been made. 
The new Turner Valley price 
schedule varies by two cents per 
degree gravity from $3.09 pet- 
barrel for 33 gravity to $3.71 per 
barrel for 64 gravity. The now 
Leduc and Woodbend price is 
$2.95 and Redwater $2.68 per 
barrel. 

Previous prices in large meas¬ 
ures reflected the importation 
of crude oil at high cost from 
distant United States sources 
which soon can be discontinued. 
The company stated that rapid 
development of Leduc and 


Woodbend and the promising 
outlook for the new Redwater 
field now give prairie refineries 
assurance of adequate domestic 
crude oil supplies. 

The new Alberta well prices 
will permit Alberta production 
to compete successfully with 
present economic sources of U. 
S. crude wherever supplies from 
those sources Nnpinge on the 
prairie market.

Toronto, Ont. — Punishment, 
including deportation, of DP’s 
who engage in terrorist activit¬ 
ies in Canada is demanded by 
the Association of United Ukr¬ 
ainian Canadians in a letter to 
the Minister of Justice. 

The executive of the Associ¬ 
ation mentions several such 
terrorist attacks on its members 
within recent months: 

In Saskatoon, on Oct. 29, an 
organized group of DP’s invad¬ 
ed the Ukrainian Labor Temple 
where a public meeting was in 
progress and threatened viol¬ 
ence to the lecturer. While the 
police prevented violence, 4he 
organizers of the gang were not 
arrested or brought to responsi¬ 
bility. 

In Edmonton, on Nov. 7th, 
another organized gang of DP’s 
invaded a public meeting in the 
Gem Theatre and a bomb was 
exploded near the platform. 

In Spedden, Alta.; on Nov. 10, 
a gang led by a D.P. inflicted 
physical injury on W. Hluchan- 
iuk, the business manager of a 
Ukrainian-language newspaper 

These and other acts of viol¬ 
ence by DP’s have gone unpun¬ 
ished. The letter points out that 
this leniency — based on the 
argument that “they don’t yet 
know Canadian ways” rather 
than the fact that they do know' 
very well the Nazis ways!—only 
encourages further attacks on 
Canadians. 

Pointing out that the Asso¬ 
ciation had warned of this twice 
in appearances before the Sen¬ 
ate Committee on Immigration, 
the A.U.U.C. demands protect¬ 
ion of the person and property 
of Canadian citizens and urges 
stern punishment, including de¬ 
portation, of DP terrorists.

To 2,800 men now resident In 
Canada, November, 1948, will 
always be a historic date, since 
it will see, a final sentence writ¬ 
ten to the story of a period oj 
their lives which began with the , 
whine of German Stukas in the 
West and the thunder of Rus¬ 
sian guns in the East. 

Hon Humphrey Mitchell, Min¬ 
ister of Labour, announced Nov. 
26, that by the end of Novem¬ 
ber, about 2,800 of the 4,500 Pol¬ 
ish veterans who came to Can¬ 
ada for a two-year period of 
employment in agriculture will 
have completed their agreement 
and will be free to choose any 
type of employment they wish. 

Their stories would form the 
authentic basis for many novels. 
They vary, for they all did not 
follow the same road to the 
Allied camp. Some travelled 
half-way round the world be¬ 
fore changing into a British 
battledress. Some spent time in 
Siberia on the way. Many ar¬ 
rived in time to plunge up the 
bloody slopes of Cassino, while 
others did not get their chance 
for revenge until those days 
south of Caen. 

They celebrated with us on 
VE Day. 

But in a few days came a 
bitter awakening. They had' 
helped win a war, but somehow 
the victory had escaped them— 
they were men without a coun¬ 
try. 

Then representatives of the 
Canadian Government visited 
them and offered an opportun¬ 
ity to take up life in a free coun¬ 
try if they agreed to take em¬ 
ployment for two years on Ca¬ 
nadian farms. To most of them 
who undertook the agreement 
the idea of farm life was excep¬ 
tionally welcome for they were 
from Polish farms and for years 
they had dreamed of nothing 
else but to return to the land. 

Now, their two years have 
been completed. They have dis¬ 
charged their obligation. 

‘I can now report”, Mr. Mit¬ 
chell said, “that our highest 
hopes for our plan have been 
fulfilled.” 

Mr. Mitchell recalled, “when 
the original plan was decided 
upon it was hoped that it would 
provide an opportunity for a 
new life in a free land for form¬ 
er comrades in arms, who by 
circumstances at the war’s end 
were left without a country, and 
at the same time would provide 
Canada with urgently needed 
man power for maintaining the 
level of food production neces¬ 
sary at home and to fulfill our 
vital commitments abroad. Our 
expectations have been fulfill¬ 
ed.” 

The Minister said that the 
manner in which these new 
Canadians, now two years on 
their path to full Canadian

Citizenship, generally had hon¬ 
ored their agreements, was 
worthy of high commendation. 
Other later immigrants to Can¬ 
ada would do well to look to 
the majority of the Polish vet¬ 
erans for examples in the keep¬ 
ing of faith, and personal initia¬ 
tive and industry in their drive 
to establishment in their jobs 
and communities. 

Tn order that plans could be 
made to help these men at the 
expiry of their terms of agree¬ 
ment, a questionnaire was sent 
out by the Department of Labor 
to every Polish veteran asking 
what he wished to do in the 
future. Each man was advised 
to remain in agriculture unless 
he had made definite arrange¬ 
ments for employment in some 
other industry. To date, 1,550 
answers have been received to 
these questionnaires. 

An examination of these ans¬ 
wers reveals that 40 r / ( of those 
completing the questionnaire 
indicate a desire to remain in 
agriculture. About 50 have eith ¬ 
er bought farms or are planning 
to do so in the near future, while 
others had rented farms and 
were operating them on a crop- 
sharing basis. 

A desire for work in industry 
was expressed Dy 50 per cent, 
but a large number of this group 
planned to go to the bush this 
winter and return to agricul¬ 
ture in the spring. Some of 
these men planned to use their 
earnings in the woods together 
with their savings to purchase 
farms of their own next year. 
The remaining 10 r 4 were un¬ 
decided as to their future plans 

More than 1,500 of the total 
number of Polish veterans in 
Ca_nada have been granted per¬ 
manent landing status and ap¬ 
plications of the others are be¬ 
ing dealt with as speedily as 
possible. When they first came 
to Canada, arrangements pro¬ 
vided that they were to com¬ 
plete their terms of employ¬ 
ment before being allowed to 
apply for “permanent landing”. 
The conduct of the majority, 
however, was so satisfactory 
that the Canadian Government 
decided to shorten this waiting 
period before they were allowed 
to take this first step towards 
citizenship. The Minister ex¬ 
plained that the granting of 
“permanent landing”, did not 
relieve the veteran of his re¬ 
sponsibility to his undertaking. 

Approximately 1,600 addition¬ 
al Polish veterans were brought 
to Canada in 1947 and are 
scheduled to complete their 
farm employment agreements 
in the summer of 1949, bringing 
the total now in Canada to 
around 4,500. Of this total, eight 
have returned to Europe for 
family reasons, 17 have died 
and approximately 250 have

Ottawa, Ontario, and certifi¬ 
cates will be forwarded if they 
have qualified. 

CHRISTMAS SEAL RETURNS 

The Christmas Seal fund is 
nearing the halfway mark, both 
for the Province of Alberta, and 
for Lethbridge and district, ac¬ 
cording to C. Robert Dickey 
general secretary of the Alberta 
Tuberculosis Association.

WHILE FORTUNES HAVE BEEN MAl)E from the growing of wheat 
on the prairies, and many farmers who have not made fortunes have pro¬ 
vided ample comfort and security for their families, the people of the West 
have always been aware of the uncertainties associated with the success 
of each year's wheat crop. The amount of rainfall; plant diseases, early 
#rosts, insect pests and the trend of the market are all factors which each 
season determine the results of the farmers’ work, and while much has 
been done in the way of controlling these hazards, the wheat crop is still 
not a certain source of income. However, many parts of the prairies are 
so exceptionally well suited to the growing of wheat that it has been plant¬ 
ed in preference to all other crops and Western Canada has long been one 
of the world’s foremost wheat-producing areas.

fail, were among the reasons that diversified farming was' advocated. A 
large number of farmers have followed this course with success. This was 
demonstrated at the Royal Winter Fair, held at Toronto in November, 
when Western exhibitors carried off many awards for cattle, dairy pro¬ 
ducts, and grains other than wheat. The Eastern provinces, wljere mixed 
farming has been a long-established practice, no longer won all the highest 
awards in that field.

OTTAWA-How big is the av¬ 
erage Canadian farm? . 

The size varies across the 
country, the agriculture depart-' 
ment says. 

In the Maritimes, they aver¬ 
age about 116 acres. In Quebec 
it is 117, in Ontario 126, on the 
prairies 436, in British Colum¬ 
bia 153. 


Exhibitors from Manitoba won ten first and 
twenty-seven second prizes in livestock, while 
^Vlberta farmers took eight first prizes and 
twenty-seven second prizes for butter. It was 
also shown that the Western provinces had expanded greatly in the pro¬ 
duction of rye, barley and oats. Ontario, for many years the leading pro¬ 
ducer of rye planted 97,000 acres of that grain this year, while in Saskat¬ 
chewan 685,000 acres were sown, Alberta had 310,000 acres and Manitoba 
69,000 acres, producing a harvest of nearly 20,000,000 bushels. As a result 
of the spread of mixed farming in the West, neither the success of the 
wheat crop nor the price of wheat arc now considered to be such vital mat¬ 
ters as they were in the past. The prairies will without doubt continue to 
produce a large part of the world’s wheat supply, but it is-interesting and 
encouraging to know that the prosperity of the farmers no longer depends 
on the success or failure of this one crop. f

The*Royal Australian Navy, down 
to one-fourth its' wartime strength, 
will add an air arm next year.

Last year 38 pupils from all parts 
of northern British Columbia stayed 
in the dormitory, and this year there 
will be 50. 

Trustee G. E. Styles of Prince 
George, said an H-shaped army offi¬ 
cers’ mess building had been con¬ 
verted into the dormitory. Original 
cost of the building was $35,000. 
Moving and remodelling cost of $17,- 
000. 

Actual cost of housing a student 
Is $33 a month, but the school board 
pays $4 a pupil and an additional $4 
is paid by the department of educa¬ 
tion.

Windsor Castle is another national 
state residence, while Balmoral Cas¬ 
tle on Deeside, Scotland, is the King’s 
private property,^ 

The third castle, Glamis, is the 
highland seat of the family of his 
grandmother, the Queen. 

One mansion — ’Sandringham in 
Norfolk—like- Balmoral, is the King’s 
private home. 

The other two mansions are the 
homes of the child's parents. The 
first is Clarence House, St. James', 
their official London residence, which 
will be ready complete with a nurs¬ 
ery floor, at the beginning of the 
year. The other is Windlesham Moor, 
their leased week-end home, with a 
50-acre estate in Surrey, 25 miles 
from London. 

All but the latter home, whose 
main attraction is a nine-hole golf 
course, have a story. 

From childhood, the young prince 
wifi hear legends surrounding Holy- 
rood- House where Mary, Queen of 
Scots, lived for the greater part of 
her reign. 

He will play hide-and-seek with 
the "ghosts” in Glamis Castle, like 
his grandmother and mother before 
him. 

His birthplace, Buckingham Pal¬ 
ace, has been the focal point of the 
United Kingdom in times of rejoicing 
for more than a century. Described 
as the ugliest palace in Europe, it 
has never been very popular with the 
Royal family. 

Second home to which the new 
Prince will be introduced is the 11,- 
000-acre Sandringham estate where 
Princess Elizabeth will take him to 
spend a traditional Christmas with 
the rest of the Royal family. 

His first Easter will probably be 
spent at Windsor Castle where the 
court also goes in residence for the 
Ascot races in the summer.

Ninety Boys And Girls Win 
Rewards For Junior Club Work 

VISIT to Niagara Falls, premium seats at the Royal Winter 

Fair's Horse Shpw, a tour of the Houses of Parliament, ban¬ 
quets and professional magicians, trips through farm machinery 
and meat packing plants—these were the rewards for application 
to junior club work won by 53 boys and 37 girls in mid-November. 

These events climaxed for the ru¬ 
ral young people the result of their 
years in rural clubs. There, under 
the guidance of agricultural repre¬ 
sentatives, department fieldmen and 
local farmer leaders, the teen-agers 
had become so proficient in at least) 
one phase of agriculture that they 
were selected to compete for nation¬ 
al honours. 

Successful in local, regional and 
provincial elimination contests, the 
45 two-member provincial champion¬ 
ship teams competed at Toronto in 
the annual national contests for 
boys’ and girls’ farm clubs. For 
these, as for the sight-seeing and
